and if other jurists followed 
his plan there would be less crim inals and prisons 
that are now filled to overflowing would be largely de­ 
populated. One of the lads appearing in his court 
had passed a worthless check. To him Judge W illis 
said: 
‘‘You are out-of-date, trying to im itate ‘Jim , the 
penman.' Go and imitate Andrew Carnegie and culti­ 
vate a saving disposition, lf you must sign checks 
acquire a bank account of your own. Can you save 
$lu a m onth?” 
“I can,” replied tile prisoner. 
"As long as you do and keep out of further trouble 
you can have your liberty. I w ant evidence every 
month th at you are saving at least that much.” 
To the other who had aided in the stealing of an 
auto to give his sw eetheart a "joy-ride,” the ju rist 
said: 
‘‘The best way to reform is to save your money. 
The m ost sobering thing in the world is a growing 
bank balance. He saving and you will be good; be 
good and you will be happy. Get a wife, but don’t 
choose one of the joyriding kind. Put $15 of your 
wages every month in a savings account and bring 
your book to me personally every month. When you 
are seized with an impulse to have a good time look 
at your bank book and think of how hard it is to 
get som ething ahead. Go to church and stay away 
from poolrooms and garages. Go somewhere where 
there are sweet girls who sing in choirs—that will 
soon m ake you forget the giddy ones who sing in 
cabarets and cafes.” 


Oil Land Bills Reported 
The sub committee of the Senate Committee on 
Public Lands has favorably reported to 
the 
full 
com m ittee the California 
Oil Land Leasing Hills. 
One of these bills is the Church Bill. As amended 
by the sub-committee, it provides that holders of 
oil lands, where tile titles are in dispute with the 
Government, may continue to work oil deposits on 
a reasonable royalty, pending 
decision as to the 
patents. The other bill, a com m ittee measure, pro­ 
vides th at where oil land holders, whose titles are 
in dispute, prefer to surrender their holdings to the 
Government, they may retain possession under 
a 
lease arrangem ent, paying the 
Government 
one- 
eighth of the value of the oil produced. 
Both bills have tho approval of the Interior De­ 
partm ent. The full Lands Comm ittee is expected to 
favorably report both m easures to the Senate. Both 
bills have been favorably reported by the House 
Public Lands Committee and are now on the House 
calendar. 
Tile full committee decided Thursday to favor­ 
ably report the bills to the Senate, but made one 
Im portant change in the hill which allows a straight- 
out lease on one-eighth royalty to the Government 
of tho oil produced. Tho com m ittee increased the 
amount of acreage from 040, as originally in the bill, 
to 2560 acres. This increase has been much desired 
by California operators. Both bills have the ap­ 
proval of tile Interior D epartm ent, and both bills 
have been favorably reported by tile House Commit­ 
tee ou Public Lands, and are now on the House 
calendar. The Senate passed the m easure yesterday.

Country and Big Business 
T hat the country has a severe a tta ck of hysteria 
against 
big business is the belief of a great many 
persons who are not connected w ith big business, 
but who believe th at the people who invest their 
money in the great industries of the country should 
be treated squarely as are others. Speaking on this 
question, Frank A. Vanderlip, president of the City 
N ational Bank of New York, said: 
"I believe that as a nation, we have for some years 
been attacked by a hysteria of criticism against big 
business, until a m ajority of the people have come 
to believe th at the way to secure prosperity 
is 
through legislation, instead of through Intelligent 
hard work, improved methods and a scientific appli­ 
cation of the best knowledge of th eir own business. 
We are in a period of industrial and com m ercial de­ 
pression. The marvel is not th at in spite of our 
great resources we are in such a period, but rather, 
with the terrible m isunderstanding and misconcep­ 
tion on the part of public opinion, th a t under a pop­ 
ular governm ent we are not in a condition of much 
deeper depression. 
“I regret th at I cannot at the m om ent sec any 
m arked tendency in the direction of business im­ 
provement. We have the prom ise of great crops, 
although there is much uncertainty betw een such an 
early prom ise and ultim ate fulfillm ent. Should there 
be com plete fulfillm ent of that prom ise it would, 
of course, tem porarily at least, bring w ith it im prove­ 
ment. 
I 
"We may be perm itted an increase of railroad 
rates, and that would be doubly helpful, first on the 
side of direct benefit, but even more on the side of 
a promise of fairer treatm ent. B usiness conditions 
are unsatisfactory, however, on account of funda­ 
mental reasons th at can be cured by one of both of 
these factors. 
"W e are today a nation grown critical of business 
methods and resentm ent 
of 
business accom plish­ 
ment. By far the greater part of G overnm ent ener­ 
gies, as related to business, are directed toward 
destructive rather than constructive and creative 
ends. Business men have been called to account by 
Congress, commissions and courts and are being 
punished for past deeds and ham pered In present 
activities. The m anagers of railroads, although they 
have given to the public an average freight rate 
much less than what sim ilar service costs in other 
countries, are bound with ever-increasing bonds of 
ham pering regulations, and are held to the strictest 
accountability for any failure of adm inistration which 
falls below a hundred per cent of efficiency. D irect­ 
ors of railroad property are told w hat they owe to 
the people in the way of wise and efficient m anage­ 
ment, and in spite of results attained, with which 
the results in no other country are com parable, they 
are held up to tile public alm ost in the light of crim ­ 
inals. compelled to perform their daily task under 
the regulating eye of agents of the Governm ent. If 
th at is a fair m easure of the duty to society which 
the m anagers of public utilities may rightfully be 
expected to perform, and I do not wish to be con­ 
sidered as denying th at the public has a right to 
exact wise and efficient m anagem ent, 
then 
why 
should not society demand wise and efficient conduct 
of the great agencies of production? 
“ lf a railroad m anager is culpable and is answer* 
able to society for anything less than a hundred per 
cent, of eficiency, w hat of the farm er and planter, 
holding the great agency of production—land-—and 
utilizing it with but 40 per cent of eficiency? 
T hat 
is tho indictm ent th a t stands against no sm all part 
of the agricultural community—a conduct of their 
business on a basis of 40 per cent of efficiency. It 
will riot do to say th at railroad m anagers and cor­ 
poration heads are the representatives of publicly 
subscribed capital and therefore subject, in tile in­ 
terests of society, to ti surveillance th a t applies only 
to the affairs of a public corporation, while farm ­ 
ers represent only personal investm ent and may be 
left to work out with such ignorance or intelligence 
as they choose to bring to bear on the conduct of 
their own affairs. 
"Is it not tim e for the maligned business man to 
direct sonic attention to the honest farm er, and to 
ask w hether the people, whose dem ands the politi­ 
cians are so fond oi formulating, should not have di­ 
rected against them and their small business m eth­ 
ods some of the sam e analytical criticism th at it has 
been the order of the day to direct against big 
business?” 


Baku Oil Production 
'I he production of oil in Baku has been steadily 
declining for the last four years, w rites U nited States 
Consul-General John ll. Snodgrass at Moscow. The 
num ber of gallons produced at the old Baku oil 
fields during the first eleven m onths of each year 
was as follows (data being not yet available for De­ 
cember, 1913): 1910, 1,987,650,000; 1911, 1,756,800,- 
000; 1912, 1,696,500.000; 1913, 1,595,700,000. The de­ 
crease in 1913’ was the result not only of the ex­ 
haustion of the old oil fields, but of strikes th at 
reduced the output of the sum m er and fall months. 
Intensive methods and additional borings have been 
introduced in most of the concerns. The num ber of 
feet bored during 1913 on four of tile old oil fields 
amounted to 325,500, as against 321,419 feet in 1912 
and 266,931 feet In 1911; in some m onths the boring 
operations am ounted to 42,0000 feet per month, tho 
highest record since 1905-6. 


United Railroads Scandal 
The S tate Railroad Commission in the granting 
of an order authorizing the United Railroads of San 
Francisco to enter into a trust equipm ent agree­ 
ment with the bond house of K. Ii. Rollins ii Sons, 
for purchase of additional equipment, unearths a 
scandal in which Patrick Calhoun, form er president 
of the company, is charged with diverting $1,096,000 
of the com pany’s funds to a real estate developm ent 
company. The money was diverted, according to an 
investigation of the books of tho company, by ex­ 
perts of the commission, in March, April, May, Juno 
and July of last year. The action of Calhoun is se­ 
verely criticised by the commission and a m ost rpiid 
investigation into the affairs of the company is 
alm ost certain to follow.
